Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-23, in the reply filed on 
April 9, 2007 is acknowledged. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Towb et al (US 2002/0081361). 

Towb et al teach drying of neotame with coagents in the amounts claimed 
comprising dissolving neotame in an organic solvent (e.g. ethanol), dissolving a coagent 
(e.g. maltodextrin) in water, combining the solutions, and spray drying (see entire 
document, especially paragraphs 0008, 0010, 0015, 0018, and 0031-0033). 

The claims appear to differ as to the recitation of improved unifonnity and 
stability. 

Improved unifonnity and stability would be no more than inherent and/or obvious 
to that of Towb et al as the same components and process steps are used.
